Chief Deputy District Attorney 
William O. Weissich said that Reil­ 
ley, in a signed statement, admit­ 
ted failing to turn over a series of 
appliance payment checks to his 
employer, Skaggs Electric Co. of 
San Rafael. 
LOST IN HIGH ANTES 
“Reilley admitted,” Weissich said*, 
"he had lost most of the money in 
poker games playing for high stakes. 
He also played the horses at Bay 
Meadows. 
Both of which unfor­ 
tunately are legal.” ‘

point«] out that maney people don’t 
realize that players in San Rafael 
card rooms often play for very large 
stakes. 
"They aren't nickel and 
dime games,” Weissich said. 
San Rafael Chief of Police Frank 
Kelly said Duane Skaggs, owner of 
the appliance store, had suspected 
money was missing. Reilley readily 
confessed when he was asked to ac­ 
count for the money, Kelly said.

reports 
Reilley, who was a salesman at the 
store, asked buyers to make out 
checks to him. 
He then pocketed 
the money and never turned it over 
to Skaggs.

COURT RECORD 
Reilley has a criminal and court 
record in Marin county including a 
murder charge, later dismissed, and 
a one-year sentence in the county 
jail for passing fictitious checks. 
He was charged by the district 
attorney’s office in August, 1948, 
with the murder of Paul Lentz, a 
painter, but the charge was later 
reduced on motion of then Deputy 
District Attorney Ellis R. Dufficy. 
A jury on Septembei 
3, 1948, 
failed to reach a verdict on an as­ 
sault charge, and a new trial was 
set. On November 3, the charge was 
dropped on motion of Dufficy. 
Formerly a guard at San Quen­ 
tin prison, Reilley was discharged iJi 
1948. He is married and has two 
children, and was for a time a card 
dealer in a Reno gambling house. 
Skaggs said the man was hired 
after he finished a jail sentence on 
the check charge and was a good 
salesman. The store owner made no 
estimate of the total loss he has 
suffered, but told police he planned 
to audit his books and checks with 
customers.

A 31-year-old Marin City man, 
charged by the district attorney’s 
office with embezzlement, was held 
in the county jail today where he 
admitted gambling away $1,800 of 
his employer's money. 
The case brought sharp criticism 
of San Rafael’s licensed card rooms 
from the office of District Attorney 
Richard M. Sims. 
William L. Reilley of House 419, 
Marin City was scheduled to ap­ 
pear before Judge N. Charles Bru- 
satori this afternoon to enter his 
plea. 
Chief Deputy District Attorney 
William O. Weissich said that Reil- 
Iqy, to a signed statement, admit­ 
ted failing to turn over a series of 
appliance payment checks to his 
employer, Skaggs Electric Co. of 
San Rafael. 
LOST IN HIGH ANTES 
“Reilley admitted,” Weissich said; 
“he had lost most of the money to 
poker games playing for high stakes. 
He also played the horses at Bay 
Meadows; 
Both of which unfor­ 
tunately are legal.” ' 
The

attorney 
pointed out that maney people don’t 
realize that players to San Rafael 
card rooms often play for very large 
stakes. 
'They aren’t nickel and 
dime games,” Weissich said. 
San Rafael Chief of Police Frank 
Kelly said Duane Skaggs, owner of 
the appliance store, had suspected 
money was missing. Reilley readily 
confessed when he was asked to ac­ 
count for the money, Kelly said. 
According 
to 
police 
reports 
Reilley, who was a salesman at the 
store, asked buyers to' make out 
checks to him. He then pocketed 
the money and never turned it over 
to Skaggs. 
• 
COURT RECORD 
Reilley has. a criminal and court, 
record to Marin county including a 
murder charge, later dismissed, and 
a one-year sentence to the county 
jail for passing fictitious checks. 
He was charged by the district 
attorney’s office to August, 1948, 
with the murder of Paul Lentz, a 
painter, but the charge was later 
reduced on motion of then Deputy 
District Attorney Ellis R. Dufficy. 
A jury on Septembei 3, 1948, 
failed to reach a verdict on an as­ 
sault charge, and a new trial was 
set. On November 3, the charge was 
dropped on motion of Dufficy. 
Formerly a guard at San Quen­ 
tin prison, Reilley was discharged ih 
1948. He is married and has two 
children, and was for a time a card 
dealer to a Reno gambling house. 
Skaggs said the man was hired 
after he finished a jail sentence on 
the check charge and was a good 
salesman. The store owner made no 
estimate of the total loss he has 
suffered, but told police he planned 
to audit his books and checks with 
customers.

Support For Master Plan

i "Too important—it must not be allowed to 
die.” 
* That’s what San Rafael Planning Commis­ 
sion«* Irving Chapman said the other day 
about his dry’s master, plan for solving traffic 
and parking problems. 
Chapman was speaking to fellow directors 
of the San Rafael Chamber of Commerce at 
the time, urging them to “carry the banner” 
in a campaign to get early action on the traffic 
and parking, master plan. 
And Chapman spoke the unvarnished truth. 
For the traffic and parking problem is be­ 
coming increasingly critical in Mann’s county 
seat which logically should develop into a top­ 
flight business and shopping district offering 
goods and services comparable in price, quality 
and selection to any in the bay area, inducing 
“the city” across the Golden Gate. 
This logical growth and devdopment of San 
Rafael would insure the future economic well 
being of our entire Marin community for a 
long time to come. 
But if. we don't get a good start right now 
toward the solution of our traffic and parking 
problem, this logical development will most 
certainly be thwarted to the detriment of all 
of us. 
Instead of a business and shopping 
center offering goods and services second to 
none, we'll wind up with a county full of 
corner groceries, so to speak, with each rela­ 
tively tiny firm forced to charge “slightly 
higher” prices and prevented from carrying a 
wide selection of merchandise. This situation 
would make Marin a far less attractive place 
to live, raise a family, earn a living, run a 
business. 


Thus it is that we now face the job of 
“selling,” as Chapman put it, our master traffic 
and parking plan to those who oppose it 


0 Fortunately, as Chamber Director Art 
Church has pointed out, the opponent? of the 
plan don't really oppose the idea of solving our 
traffic and parking problems. 
They are just 
understandably miffed at the idea that un­ 
beknownst to them their properties were 
“earmarked” for conversion to parking lots. 


None of us would be happy—if we owned a 
piece of property somewhere and entertained 
some ideas for its future development and use 
— to have some governmental agency come 
along and announce it intended to take over 
our property for some public use. In fact, we 
would be most unhappy. 


That is, we would until we stopped to think 
that in the long run the benefits of public use 
will accrue to everybody including ourselves. 


And this is the thought and feeling which we 
must somehow transmit to those whose prop­ 
erty is involved. 


Incidentally, the properties listed in the 
present master plan are actually only sugges- 
* tions, since the plan is subject to revision 
before it is finally approved by the planning 
commission and the city council 


If the chamber of commerce emerges as the 
banner carrier in this campaign for parking 
and traffic relief in San Rafael we feel sure 
a good many other organizations and indi­ 
viduals interested in the welfare of our com­ 
munity will support the effort, for it most 
certainly will in the long run benefit every 
single resident of Marin.

Government Spending^ May Exceed 
Capacity Of Adding Machines

WASHINGTON CU.»— The way 
things are going, government will 
be spending so much money 20 
years from now th a t adding m a­ 
chines won’t be able to compute it. 
The figures will be too big. 
The money belongs to the tax­ 
payers or is borrowed from banks, 
Individuals and corporations. But 
the aversge citizen might as well 
try to understand nuclear physics 
as to get the facts relating to the 
argument whether government is 
spending too much. 
W hat everybody can understand 
la comparative figures, even large 
ones. For example, the treasury 
dropped its expenses and revenue 
during the first business week of 


the new fiscal year which began 
July 1. The treasury spent approxi­ 
mately $1.044,000.000. I t took in 
$786,000,000. It accumulated a red 
ink deficit of about $308,000,0 00- 
all in six days. 


THAT B I L L I O N DOLLARS 
spent in a week would have run 
the government for nearly four 
months 2 years ago. But a lot of 
things have been added to govern­ 
ment since then. Millions of per­ 
sons are getting relief and other 
.checks who were getting nothing 
way back yonder. The government 
is In the subsidy «business in ways 
which were unheard of 20 years 
sgo.

have hiked government costs far 
beyond anything which could have 
been imagined in 1932. And, of 
course, the whopping national de­ 
fense and foreign aid spending is 
without peace time precedent of 
any kind. 


But those are not the only money 
outlets. The taxpayers’ dollars gush 
in golden streams from the spend­ 
ing efforts of the regular agencies 
of government. There are the old 
line departments which have grown 
from comparatively modest estab­ 
lishments, each to become a grand 
duchy of spending, power and pat­ 
ronage. 


HERE ARE SOME comparative 
figures on budget estimates for 
several regular departments of gov­ 
ernment today and 20 years ago. 
They show where a lot of the tax­ 
payers’ money is going:

In the same 20-year period of 
steadily increasing spending the 
government mostly lived beyond 
its means. The national debt has 
swollen until interest payments on 
it for this fiscal year are expected 
to be $5.800,0004)00. T hat is much 
more than all government cost 20 
years ago. Interest on the public 
debt in 1232 was about one-tenth 
of th at sum, $5814)004)00. 


These figure* bear directly on 
the dispute in which President 
Trum an says government spending 
has been pared to the bone and 
congressional economizers say they 
will 
pare 
it further by from 
114)00400,000 to $5,0004)00,000 this 
fiscal year. So far the economizers 
are paring at about a $1,000,000,000 
rate.

Price Support Of 
Form Crops Tends 


Toward Inflation 


Figure out the tangle if you can; 
congress obviously can’t. The tan ­ 
gle is a group of economic condi­ 
tions related to each other but also 
in head-on conflict against each 
other, with the whole of which 
Congress seeks to deal. 
One condition is the demand on 
congress by President Trum an th a t 
it extend and enlarge the existing 
legislation giving him and the ad­ 
ministration authority to decree 
economic controls, especially in­ 
cluding controls over prices. The 
purported purpose of the controls 
is te keep prices down. 
Mr. Trum an and top controller 
Wilson say th a t unless congress 
gives them the controls they ask, 
prices will go higher, cost of living 
will increase, there will be more 
Inflation. On this theme the Ad­ 
ministration 
conducts 
a 
v a s t 
amount of propaganda, speeches 
and statements by Mr. Trum an, 
.others by administration officials 
major and minor, a plan for help 
by local officials throughout the 
country and by democratic leaders. 
The sum of this is an extraordi­ 
nary effort by the administration 
to influence public thought and 
emotion. 


THE PURPOSE OF the effort is 
to influence congress to enact con­ 
trols. But congress observes a fact, 
embarrassing to the adm inistra­ 
tion. Actually prices are going 
down. 
Many manufacturers and 
wholesalers, made apprehensive by 
the quantity of stocks on hand, 
seek to sell, and encounter Reluc­ 
tance of the public to buy. Retail­ 
ers, conspicuously large ones in 
cities, pushing energetically for 
sales, offer goods at reduced prices, 
in some instances below cost. 
Congressman W alcott of Michi­ 
gan put a well-informed observa­ 
tion into colloquial words when he 
said th at consumer goods are "lit­ 
erally running out of our ears.’* All 
this country observes and is moved 
to a question. Why have a law set­ 
ting up government controls to 
keep prices down when prices are 
going down themselves? When the 
law of supply and demand is op­ 
erating, why have a statutory law? 


THE CURRENT TENDENCY to­ 
ward lower prices is a substantial 
economic 
phenomenon. 
It 
em­ 
braces a very wide range of goods, 
it is going on In a large part of the 
country’s economy and tends to 
widen. I t could be a more direct 
and certain check to rising prices 
and inflation than artificial con­ 
trols by the administration. Those 
in congress who would not only 
reduce extension or enlargement of 
the existing controls but would 
wipe them out altogether, have 
much justification. 
The administration encounters 


another awkward condition t o 
carrying out controls it now has. 
I t builds up an immense organiza­ 
tion containing many thousands of 
employees called the office of price 
stabilisation. This works to keep 
prices down. But a t the same time 
another government organization, 
containing even more thousands of 
employees, the department of ag­ 
riculture, works diligently at keep­ 
ing prices up. 


AS BETWEEN KEEPING UP 
and keeping down, the keeper-up- 
pers in the departm ent of agri­ 
culture are much the more im­ 
portant and effective. 
The de­ 
partm ent fixes an artifical figure 
a t which it supports prices of farm 
crops. This is the beginning of a 
chain which goes on to higher 
prices of food, then to demands 
by labor for higher wages, then 
to higher cost of manufacturing 
goods, then to higher prices of 
goods, a higher price level gener­ 
ally. Government price support of 
farm crops is a force working auto­ 
matically to keep up prices of prac­ 
tically all goods. 
W ith price support of farm crops 
by a government department con­ 
tinuing in operation, the adminis­ 
tration is in an absurd position 
when it asks congress for controls 
to keep prices down. But so is con­ 
gress or members of it in an absurd 
position when they propose sweep- 
ingly to end all controls. They 
mean the controls now at issue in 
congress, the ones recently enact­ 
ed and now expiring which Mr. 
Trum an wants extended. 
• 
BUT OF ALL CONTROLS over 
prices the most im portant and dy­ 
namic is price support of farm 
crops as sacrosanct, politically un- 
gress is unlikely to do anything.

Now 
there are 800.000.000 under, count­ 
ing China and the satellite coun­ 
tries. 


THE EFFECT OF RUSSIA’S 
psychological war could be seen in 
recent weeks in Europe where, in 
the French elections, the Commun­ 
ists won 5,0004)00 votes, and in the 
Italian elections, 6,000,000 votes, in 
spite of our propaganda and the 
help we’ve given both countries 
through the Marshall plan. 
For years this country has been 
waging this psychological cam­ 
paign for the minds of men, boost­ 
ing this country’s stock or trying 
to undermine the Russians. Va­ 
rious agencies have a hand in it. 
, In Japan, for instance, the army 
has the job of spreading American 
propaganda. The state department 
and the army team up on the Job 
in Korea. The state department 
does it in Germany and all over 
the world. The CIA—Central in ­ 
telligence Agency—takes part in it, 
since its job is getting information 
from behind the iron curtain. So 
does ECA, the Economic Coopera­ 
tion Administration which runs 
the Marshall plan. 
The Job is done in various ways: 


By radio broadcasts day and night 
in 45 languages, by news bulletins 
distributed around the world, leaf­ 
lets and pamphlets, and so on.

In answer to your suggestion 
th at someone of the medical pro­ 
fession answer the letter of Mrs. 
Raymond Merz, I shall take it 
upon myself to do so, to the best 
of my ability. 
First, I think that Mrs. Merz has 
completely overlooked the purpose 
and philosophy of insurance in 
general. She said “we decided to 
take the insurance for the express 
purpose of having the childrens* 
tonsils removed." It is true th at 
this may be a motive in many 
cases, and may be even considered 
legitimate, but insurance as such 
is not to take care of existing con­ 
ditions, but to take care of the un­ 
predictable and catastrophic con­ 
ditions. Practically all forms of 
insurance, car, fire, life, and es­ 
pecially health insurance, would 
refuse to insure against conditions 
prejudicial to the cost of these 
known handicaps. This is like tak­ 
ing out car insurance to have your 
car overhauled, when you knew 
the car was due for the clearing 
up of certain defects. All insurance 
of any kind must stay actuarily 
sound by balancing the risk with 
the revenue. 
Now, in regard to the increase in 
rates, I believe I do not need to 
point out the increased cost of 
everything th at has to do with liv­ 
ing. Here again, these rates were 
set to keep the insurance actuarily 
sound and have the insurance sol­ 
vent enough so th at people are 
actually insured because the money 
is there in case of their misfor­ 
tune. These rates have not gone up 
proportionately as high as many 
other costs of living. 
Mrs. Mere’ particular complaint 
concerns the curtailment in re­ 
spect to tonsillectomies and the

12.86%, which is considerably lower 
than some of the similar business 
organizations. 
This whole field of health insur­ 
ance is a new one. CP.S. is a pio- 
• neer in this field. It had to learn 
from experience. Health insurance 
agencies as such are only twelve 
years old, while life insurance com­ 
panies, which are well accepted in­ 
stitutions, are a hundred and fifty 
years old. There are many types 
of voluntary plans besides CJP.S. 
and Blue Cross, many are very ex­ 
cellent, 
Commercial 
plans 
for 
groups and individuals, labor union 
group insurance and many other 
plans are available .to suit the 
needs and the pocketbooks of the 
public, on a purely voluntary basis, 
in open competition consistent 
with the free enterprise system. 
This is no place to take up the 
alternative of compulsory national 
health insurance, but I assure yon 
th at the voluntary plans, with all 
their “bugs’*, are even now doing a 
better job, at a lower price, within 
the ideals of the American Way of 
Life.

Figure out the tangle If you can;

WASHINGTON <U.R)— The way 
things are going, government will 
be spending so much money 20 
years from now that adding ma­ 
chines won’t be able to compute it. 
The figures will be too big. 
The money belongs to the tax­ 
payers or is borrowed from banks, 
individuals and corporations. But 
the average citizen might as well 
try to understand nuclear physics 
as to get the facts relating to the 
argument whether government is 
spending too much. 
What everybody can understand 
is comparative figures, even large 
ones. For example, the treasury 
dropped Its expenses and revenue 
during the first business week of 


the new fiscal year which began 
July 1, The treasury spent approxi­ 
mately $1.044,000.000. It took in 
$736,000,000. It accumulated a red 
ink deficit of about $308,000,000— 
all in six days. 


THAT B I L L I O N DOLLARS 
spent in a week would have run 
the government for nearly four 
months 2 years ago. But a lot of 
things have been added to govern­ 
ment since then. Millions of per­ 
sons are getting relief and other 
¡checks who were getting nothing 
way back yonder. The government 
is in the subsidy «business in ways 
which were unheard of 20 years 
ago.

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velopment* and many other things 
have hiked government costs far 
beyond anything which could have 
been imagined in 1932.

The taxpayers’ dollars gush 
in golden streams from the spend­ 
ing efforts of the regular agencies 
of government. There are the old 
line departments which have grown 
from comparatively modest estab­ 
lishments, each to become a grand 
duchy of spending, power and pat­ 
ronage. 


HERE ARE SOME comparative 
figures on budget estimates for 
several regular departments of gov­ 
ernment today and 20 years ago.

WASHINGTON ( J ñ — President 
Truman has created a new psycho­ 
logical strategy board which will 
boss this country’s propaganda 
and psychological war with Russia. 
In that war this country tries to 
make people behind the iron cur- 
* tain discontent with Communism, 
win them and people everywhere 
to our side, and put Russia at as 
much 
disadvantage, 
psychologi­ 
cally, as possible. 
The Ru&siins, in reverse, are try­ 
ing to do the same to us. And they 
have made big strides, by force and 
propaganda, for where they can’t 
use force they have to depend on 
propaganda. 
At the end of World War IT 
about the only human beings liv­ 
ing under Communism were the 
200,000.000 living in Russia. Now 
there are 800,000.000 under, count­ 
ing China and the satellite coun­ 
tries. 


THE EFFECT OF RUSSIA’S 
psychological war could be seen in 
recent weeks in Europe where, in 
the French elections, the Commun­ 
ists won 5,000,000 votes, and in the 
Italian elections, 6,000,000 votes, in 
spite of our propaganda and the 
help we’ve given both countries 
through the Marshall plan. 
For years this country has been 
waging this psychological cam­ 
paign for the minds of men, boost­ 
ing this country's stock or trying 
to undermine the Russians. Va­ 
rious agencies have a hand in it. 
In Japan, for instance, the army 
has the job of spreading American 
propaganda. The state department 
and the army team up on the job 
in Korea. The state department 
does it in Germany and all over 
the world. The CIA—Central in ­ 
telligence Agency—takes part in it, 
since its job is getting information 
from behind the iron curtain. So 
does ECA, the Economic Coopera­ 
tion Administration which runs 
the Marshall plan. 
The job is done in various ways; 


By radio broadcasts day and night 
in 45 languages, by news bulletins 
distributed around the world, leaf­ 
lets and pamphlets, and so on. 


AFTER THE KOREAN WAR 
started these agencies decided to 
set up a committee, made up of 
representatives from each of them, 
to coordinate their efforts in this 
psychological - propaganda f i e l d 
and try to make them tie in to-, 
gether. 
This committee has had various 
names: 
The 
Interdepartmental 
Committee or the National Psy­ 
chological Strategy Board. And un­ 
til now it ran the show. But the 
agencies’ representatives on this 
committee were not top men from 
the agencies. They were important 
but several rungs removed from 
the top- 
The new board established by 
Mr, Truman — the Psychological 
Strategy Board — will be smaller 
than the committee’s board and 
its members will be at the very 
top of their agencies or next to it, 
So while the old committee 
board continues at its work, it will 
actually be under this new board 
which will be made up of these 
three men: 
Lt. Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 
head of CIA; Robert A. Lovett, un­ 
dersecretary of defense, whose only 
boss in the defense department is 
Secretary Marshall; and James E. 
Webb, ‘ undersecretary of state, 
whose only boss in the State De­ 
partment is Secretary Acheson 
(And as director for the new 
board Mr. Truman has appointed 
Gordon Gray, president of the 
University of North Carolina, who, 
apparently, will give only some of 
his time to the board’s work.) 


SINCE THESE THREE MEM­ 
BERS of the new board are, or 
practically are, at the heads of 
their agencies they can make deci­ 
sions of major importance faster 
than their subordinates on the 
committee board.

Doctor Replies To 
CPS Rate Criticism

In answer to your suggestion 
that someone of the medical pro­ 
fession answer the letter of Mrs. 
Raymond Merz, I shall take it 
upon myself to do so, to the best 
of my ability. 
First, I think that Mrs. Merz has 
completely overlooked the purpose 
and philosophy of insurance in 
general. She said “we decided to 
take the insurance for the express 
purpose of having the childrens* 
tonsils removed." It is true that 
this may be a motive in many 
cases, and may be even considered 
legitimate, but insurance as such 
is not to take care of existing con­ 
ditions, but to take care of the un­ 
predictable and catastrophic con­ 
ditions. Practically all forms of 
insurance, car, fire, life* and es­ 
pecially health insurance, would 
refuse to insure against conditions 
prejudicial to the cost of these 
known handicaps. This is like tak­ 
ing out car insurance to have your 
car overhauled, when you knew 
the car was due for the clearing 
up of certain defects. All Insurance 
of any kind must stay actuarily 
sound by balancing the risk with 
the revenue. 
Now, in regard to the increase in 
rates, I believe I do not need to 
point out the increased cost of 
everything that has to do with liv­ 
ing. Here again, these rates were 
set to keep the insurance actuarily 
sound and have the insurance sol­ 
vent enough so that people are 
actually insured because the money 
is there in case of their misfor­ 
tune. These rates have not gone up 
proportionately as high as many 
other costs of living. 
Mrs. Merz’ particular complaint 
concerns the curtailment in re­ 
spect to tonsillectomies and the 


increase in rate, but she fails to 
point out that she has left the 
employee group to which she origi­ 
nally belonged, and CPB. is carry­ 
ing her on a direct payment plan. 
Along with Blue Cross, this is an 
exceptional service that CRB. ren­ 
ders. Most other group under­ 
writers cancel immediately when 
an individual leaves the group in 
which he first enrolls. Statistics on 
file have indicated that the same 
coverage for direct payment mem­ 
bers cannot be continued because 
of the utilization that is recorded 
•for these particular members, this 
group including many who have 
retired because of ill health, old 
age, etc. So Mrs. Merz is still being 
covered for the most important 
part of the medical expense which 
'a family simply could not pay, 
cases of serious illness, accidents, 
major operations, etc. It is the 
catastrophic illnesses for which 
health and accident insurance pri­ 
marily exists, and CPB. meet» this 
issue quite satisfactorily, ms I can 
attest to, as a physician in general 
practice. 
You raise the question of the 
cost of administration. Certified by 
Lester, Herrick and Herrick, C P B ., 
shows an administrative cost of 
12.86%, which is considerably lower 
than some of the similar business 
organizations. 
This whole field of health insur­ 
ance is a new one. CPB. is a pk»- 
■ neer in this field. It had to learn 
from experience. Health insurance 
agencies as such are only twelve 
years old, while life insurance com­ 
panies, which are well accepted in­ 
stitutions, are a hundred and fifty 
years old. There are many types 
of voluntary plans besides CPB. 
and Blue Cross, many are very ex­ 
cellent. 
Commercial 
plans 
for 
groups and individuals, labor union 
group insurance and many other 
plans are available to suit the 
needs and the pocketbooks of the 
public, on a purely voluntary basis, 
in open competition consistent 
with the free enterprise system. 
This is no place to take up the 
alternative of compulsory national 
health insurance, but I assure yon 
that the voluntary plans, with all 
their “bugs", are even now doing a 
better job, at a lower price, within 
the ideals of the American Way of 
Life.

I think they accom­ 
plish more in a given subject than 
they do in spending three hours In 
a class over a three-day period.” 
Reaction on the part of the sum­ 
mer scholars seems to bear out 
Shafer’s point, for only 11 out of 
the 131 who started last month have* 
dropped by the wayside.

One of the stormiest meetings of 
the many sizzlers which have punc­ 
tuated California game management 
programs seems to be in develop­ 
ment over the shooting of does in 
the interstate deer herd, which win- 
ters in the Devils Garden area of 
Modic county. 
A hearing on the proposed antler­ 
less hunt'for this yeaT will be held 
in Alturas Tuesday. If our infor­ 
mation Is correct as to opposition 
being developed by some groups, 
the 
smoke 
should 
be 
readi­ 
ly observable in San Diego with 
any good pair of field glasses. 
But, despite their vehemence and 
undoubted sincerity, the opponents 
of antlerless hunting seem to be 
flying in the face of Providence. 
Their position is in contradiction to 
the experience of game management 
authorities in this state and in all 
western states and is in direct op­ 
position to the recommendations of 
the interstate deer herd committee, 
which has been studying that par­ 
ticular herd carefully for six years. 
REPORT JUST ISSUED 
The fifth annual report of the 
interstate committee has just been 
published. I do not propose to at­ 
tempt a review of the 37-page docu­ 
ment, but it is well worth study of 
all persons interested in California 
deer management, whether they are 
In the north of the state or not. 
The committee flatly recommends 
the oontinued harvesting of antler­ 
less deer to keep the herd in bal­ 
ance. It says: “Because deer num­ 
bers are in excess of the natural 
food supply, each year there occurs 
a surplus of both male and female 
deer.” 
Although the interstate herd and 
the Alturas meeting appear on the 
surface a localized problem, that is 
far from the case. 
Deer are by all odds the most im­ 
portant big game animal in the 
state. They inhabit the forests and 
brushlands from one end to the 
other and the total deer population 
is around 1,000,000 head. 
Every 
range on which deer now run is 
stocked to near 
the 
saturation 
point. 
The

of

gins to balance the annual increase 
which is somewhere between 20 and 
30 per cent. 
RAID FARM CROPS 
The obvious result is more deer 
than deer forage, then raids for 
food on farmers’ crops or death by 
starvation. 
Other states with similar problem« 
have worked out programs where 
excess increases could be kept in 
hand through controlled shooting of 
antlerless deer each season, govern­ 
ing the numbers to be taken by the 
need to balance the deer with their 
range, for the sake of the deer. 
Such a program worked out in 
Modoc county could serve as a pilot 
and guide for the rest of the state 
to meet the problems whicji will 
surely arise if the deer harvest 1« 
not increased.

A hearing on the proposed antler- 
less hunt'for this year will be held 
in Alturas Tuesday. 
If our infor­ 
mation is correct as to opposition 
being developed by some groups, 
the 
smoke 
should 
be 
readi­ 
ly observable in, San Diego with 
any good pair of field glasses. 
- But, despite' their1 vehemence and 
undoubted sincerity, the opponents 
of antlerless hunting seem to be 
flying to the face of Providence. 
Their position is in contradiction to 
the experience of game management 
authorities in this state and hi all 
western states and is in direct op­ 
position to the recommendations of 
the interstate deer herd committee, 
which has been studying that par­ 
ticular herd carefully for six years. 
REPORT JUST ISSUED 
The fifth annual report of the 
interstate committee has just been 
published. I do not propose to at­ 
tempt a review of the 37-page docu­ 
ment, but it is well worth study of 
all persona, interested, in California 
deer management, whether they are 
in the north of the state or not. 
The committee flatly recommends 
the continued harvesting of antler­ 
less deer to keep the herd in bal­ 
ance. It says: “Because deer num­ 
bers are in excess of the natural 
food supply, each year there occurs 
a surplus of both male and female 
deer.” 
Although the interstate herd and 
the Alturas meeting appear on the 
surface a localized problem, that is 
far from the case. 
Deer are by all odds the most im­ 
portant big game animal in the 
state. They inhabit the forests and 
brushlands from one end to the 
other and the total deer population 
is around 1,000,000 head. 
Every 
range on which deer now run is 
stocked to near 
the 
saturation 
point. 
The 
annual 
harvest 
of 
around 70,000 head by no means be­ 


gins to balance the annual increase 
which is somewhere between 20 and 
30 per cent. 
RAID FARM CROPS 
The obvious result is more deer 
than deer forage, then raids for 
food on farmers’ crops or death by 
starvation. 
Other states with similar problem* 
have worked out programs where 
excess increases could be kept in 
hand through controlled shooting of 
antlerless deer each season, govern­ 
ing the numbers to be taken by the 
need to balance the deer with their 
range, for the sake of the deer. 
Such a program worked out in 
Modoc county could serve as a pilot 
and guide for the rest of the state 
to meet the problems whicji will 
surely arise if the deer harvest if 
not increased.

80 the Nowhere Flyer continued 
to run between the two New Mex­ 
ican hamlets. But it carried no pas­ 
senger! except an Indian occasion­ 
ally who wanted to get from one 
town to the other. It was easy to 
prove that the run was a losing 
proposition and permission to stop 
it was given to the Denver and Rio 
Grande Western. 
RICH SILVER LAND 
In the early days the sour-dough 
miners, the engineers and the pio­ 
neering capitalists of the west had 
ridden in style on the road which 
lapped the fabulously rich silver 
country around Durango, in the 
southwestern ooroer of the state. 
As the mines petered out ao did 
the passenger travel. Freight haul­ 
age, while down, has held up enough 
for the line to be kept in service 
and provide Durango with Its only 
railroad connection. 


The Nowhere Express Goes On Its Last Trip 


In an effort to bolster the trade 
the railroad renovated the ancient; 
equipment more than 10 years ago, 
but it still was a losing proposition. 
Citizens along the line, particularly 
at Durango, put up a hitter fight to j 
save the train, but lost the battle 
against cold red figures. 
Durango ignored the passing of 
the San Juan express and only a 
few amateur railroad fans, and sen­ 
timental railroad officials, made the 
last run. 
TOURIST TRAVEL 
The 
creaking 
wooden 
coaches

At one time there were 51X10 miles 
of narrow gauge track in the United 
States, operated by 86 companies. 
The Rio Grande had the greatest 
stretch of this, built because it was 
thought that standard gauge track 
was too wide for use in the Rockies. 
Narrow gauge tracks are only 3 
feet apart as compared to 4 feet 8 
inches, the standard for today's U.S. 
railroads. Placing the tracks closer 


together cuts down the cost of build­ 
ing roads in difficult places and 
also increases the ability of locomo­ 
tives to pull trains up steep grades. 
AMBITIOUS PROJECT 
Originally the D. & R.G.W. nar­ 
row gauge was built from Denver to 
Alamosa, center of the fertile San 
Luis valley. It was part of an am­ 
bitious plan to connect Denver and 
Mexico City. 
But at Alamosa, the stories of the 
wealth to be had in the silver coun­ 
try in the high mountains changed 
the direction of the road. Construc­ 
tion was resumed in 1880 and so 
frenzied was the rush to tap the rich 
metal country that the 200 miles of 
road to Durango were built in less 
than two years. 
During the late years of the 1800's, 
the narrow gauge network had 
spread over the Rpckies, following 
close on the heels of gold and silver 
strikes and crossing most of the im­ 
portant mountain passes in Colo­ 
rado. 
The decline in mining and open­ 
ing of highways spelled death to 
most of the tracks, although a few 
have survived as freight lines.

But It carried no pas­ 
senger! except an Indian occasion­ 
ally who wanted to get from one 
town to the other. It was easy to 
prove that the run was a losing 
proposition and permission to stop 
it was given to the Denver and Rio 
Grande Western. 
RICH SILVER LAND 
In the early days the sour-dough 
miners, the engineers and the pio­ 
neering capitalists of the west had 
ridden in style on the road which 
lapped the fabulously rich silver 
country around Durango, in the 
southwestern corner of the state. 
As the mines petered out so did 
the passenger tr&v©L Freight haul­ 
age, while down, has held up enough 
for the line to be kept in service 
and provide Durango with its only 
mHroed connection.

The

At one time there were 5,000 miles 
of narrow gauge track in the United 
States, operated by 86 companies. 
The Rio Grande had the greatest 
stretch of this, built because it was 
thought that standard gauge track 
was too wide for use in the Rockies, 
Narrow gauge tracks are only 3 
feet apart as compared to 4 feet 8 
inches, the standard for today's U.S. 
railroads. Placing the tracks closer 


together cuts down the cost of build­ 
ing roads in difficult places and 
also increases the ability of locomo­ 
tives to pull trains up steep grades. 
AMBITIOUS PROJECT 
Originally the D. & R.G.W. nar­ 
row gauge was built from Denver to 
Alamosa, center of the fertile San 
Luis valley. It was part of an am­ 
bitious plan to connect Denver and 
Mexico City. 
But at Alamosa, the stories of the 
wealth to be had in the silver coun­ 
try in the high mountains changed 
the direction of the road. Construc­ 
tion was resumed in 1880 and so 
frenzied was the rush to tap the rich 
metal country that the 200 miles of 
road to Durango were built in less 
than two years, 
During the late years of the 1800’s, 
the narrow gauge network had 
spread over the Rockies, following 
close on the heels of gold and silver 
strikes and crossing most of the im­ 
portant mountain passes in Colo­ 
rado'. 
The decline in mining and open­ 
ing of highways spelled death to 
most of 'the tracks, 'although a few 
have survived as freight lines.

In an unanimous resolution draft­ 
ed at a meeting in Chicago this 
week the board voted, according to 
an Associated Press news release, to 
“support federal legislation to pro­ 
vide for registration of women simi­ 
lar to that required for men under 
the Selective Service Act, and the 
draft of women for military service 
when it may be advisable in the in­ 
terests of humanity.” 


The resolution, however, urged 
that and such legislation “pro­ 
vide against the disruption of homes 
and families when the welfare and 
security of children may be jeopar­ 
dized by such a draft.” 


In another resolution adopted at 
the closing# session of a five-day 
board meeting, the directors voted 
support of Miss Frieda Hennock, 
New York attorney and member of 
the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission. as judge of the 'United 
States District Court for the South­ 
ern District of New York. 
Miss Hennock has been nominated 


Senate confirmation is required. 
The board also urged the various 
states to ratify a proposed amend­ 
ment to the Constitution providing 
that women * shall receive the same 
pay as men for equal work. 
Another resolution called upon the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee to report favorably on a United 
Nations resolution on the prevention 
and punishment of the crime of 
genocide, or mass slaughter.

Much better go about adopting a 
baby through the legally established 
child placement agencies. File your 
application, undergo investigation, 
and start waiting. It is true that 
there are some legally establishing 
agencies that have been turned into 
private rackets. If you get into the 
toils of such an outfit, go to the 
Grand Jury of your county and tell 
all. Don’t put up with shenanigans. 
If you decide to arrange a legi­ 


timate, private adoption through m 
reputable doctor, be sure to guard 
yourself against mistakes. 
Get a 
lawyer who is experienced in adop­ 
tions to guide *you, step by step. 
Have him check with the appropri­ 
ate governmental agencies. 
Obey 
the letter of the law. In adoptions 
it is better to be safe than sorry. 
QUESTION ANSWERED 
Q. Why all the troubles over 
adoptions? After all isn’t the legal 
process a simple one? # 
A. We have 
troubles 
because 
there never are enough babies to 
go around. Always there axe more 
fine and capable people seeking a 
baby than there are babies avail­ 
able. 
Always our 
emotions 
are 
aroused. We never will reach peace 
in the adoptions department.

Draft Of Women For Service 
In Military Ranks Advocated 
The National Federation of Bus!- for the post by President Truman 
ness and Professional Women took 
a decisive stand on a controversial 
issue when its directors approved a 
draft of women. 
In an unanimous resolution draft­ 
ed at a meeting in Chicago this 
week the board voted, according to 
an Associated Press news release, to 
“support federal legislation to pro­ 
vide for registration of women simi­ 
lar to that required for men under 
the Selective Service Act, and the 
draft of women for military .service 
when it may be advisable in the in­ 
terests of humanity.” 
The resolution, however, urged 
that and such legislation “pro­ 
vide against the disruption of homes 
and families when the welfare and 
security of children may be jeopar­ 
dized by such a draft." 
In another resolution adopted at 
the closing*session of a five-day 
board meeting, the directors voted 
support of Miss Frieda Hennock, 
New York attorney and member of 
the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission, as judge of the 'United 
States District Court for the South­ 
ern District of New York. 
Miss Hennock has been nominated 


Senate confirmation is réquired. 
•The board also urged the various 
states to ratify a proposed amend­ 
ment to the Constitution providing 
fhat women* shall receive the same 
pay as men for equal work. 
Another resolution called upon the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee to report favorably on a United 
Nations resolution on the prevention 
and punishment of the crime of 
genocide, or mass slaughter. It fur­ 
ther asked that the Senate ratify 
the resolution, which has been ap­ 
proved by 29 nations. 
The 'board adopted a legislative 
program for 1951-52, including rec­ 
ommendations for improvement of 
the merit system in government; 
adequate appropriations for govern­ 
mental agencies dealing with wom­ 
en's rights and problems; opposition 
to discriminations against women 
on the basis of sex or marital status, 
and elimination from social security 
provisions based on sex and marital 
status. 
The group voted support of vol­ 
untary medical care group insurance 
and opposition to compulsory gov­ 
ernment-controlled medical care.

Causes Vitamin Deficiency

MJ>, 
We are accustomed to think 0 1 
the antibiotic drugs as wholly bene 
ficial, but recent studies have ehown 
that they are not without their own 
particular brand of danger when 
not properly used. This fact again 
calls attention to the thing I have 
emphasized so often—the hazard 0 1 
taking any medicine without the 
supervision of a physician. 
Two of the antibiotics—aureomy- 
cin and chloramphenicol—are con­ 
cerned in the studies mentioned 
above. Patients treated with this 
combination over a long time de­ 
veloped illnesses which had all the 
hallmarks of multiple vitamin defi­ 
ciency in s severe degree. 
CHANGES NOTED 
In one group there was severe 
nausea and vomiting, heartburn, 
belching, and a feeling of pressure 
in the pit of the stomach, with diar­ 
rhea. It was also noted that the 
stools of the individuals became 
odorless. These changes were be­ 
lieved to have been caused by a de­ 
struction of the normal bacteria 
usually present in the intestine. 
Changes representing a riboflavin 
or vitamin B-2 deficiency were also 
noted. Minor bleeding tendencies in 
various areas were reported and 


thought to be due fo a deficiency 
of vitamin K. the vitamin which 
helps the clotting of the blood. 
Fungus infection, also, was fairly 
constant in these individuals, be­ 
cause of the fact that the bacteria 
which help prevent the growth of 
the fungi were destroyed by the 
antibiotics. Symptoms of neuritis, 
with fleeting pains, increased- re­ 
flexes, and eye changes with sudden 
dimness of vision and even blindness 
were seen to occur.

We are accustomed to think of 
the antibiotic drugs as wholly bene­ 
ficial, but recent studies have shown 
that they are not without their own 
particular brand of danger when 
not properly used.

80CRAMENT0—C alifomi&’i rich 
natural resources—fish and game, 
timber, minerals, and beaches and 
parks—will be featured in a mam­ 
moth outdoor exhibit arranged for 
the California State Fair, August 
30 through September 9, by the 
State Department of Natural Re­ 
sources. 
The exhibit, forming a colorful, 
yet restful setting, win be located 
in the northwest section of the 
grounds, adjacent to the California 
Junior Museum, another new attrac­ 
tion at this year’s great Fair. 
A HILL OF TREES 
Work has started on a huge hill 
which involves the moving of 220 
cubic yards of earth to the Fair- 
grounded and this will be covered 
with trees. A nine tunnel, with 
crosscut, wUl enter the hffl and 
inside wUl be the display of min­ 
erals arranged by the Division of 
Mines. 
A portion of the minerals will be 
under fluorescent lighting. Specta­ 
tors win enter the tunnel, passing 
through to an exit constructed at 
the rear of the hill. 
A waterfall wUl send water cas­ 
cading over the rocks to a pool 
below, creating a natural scene for 
the mine entrance. 
The division of fish and game 
will show a full scale quail “guzzler” 
with live quail, demonstrating how 
the division provides water for the 
birds in desert areas. Deer, a fish 
hatchery, and a mobile wildlife dis­ 
ease laboratory will be on display. 
TYPICAL CAMP SITE 
Beaches and parks will show a 
typical camp site with two ponds, 
one a beaver pond with live heavers 
in a natural setting. 
The division of forestry will dis­ 
play little devils, each representing 
one of the hazards to California 
forests such as the careless smoker.

Sees T V As 


'Inquisition7 


SAN FRANCISCO—Inquisition by 
television can become a “sort of 
third degree raised to the nth 
power," the Commonwealth Club of 
California was told today by the 
noted Utah criminologist, Dr. Ar­ 
thur L. Bedey. 
Doctor Beeley, dean of the Grad­ 
uate School of Social Work at the 
Univarsity of Utah, recently headed 
the Utah Governor’s commission to 
streamline that state’s prison-parole 
system. 
In a speech prepared for delivery 
at the Commonwealth Club’s Palace 
Hotel luncheon he said in part: 
“It is my conviction, after jpuch 
study of the subject in this country 
and in Great Britain, that our colos­ 
sal failure to control and prevent 
crime in America Is due In large 
part to three closely interrelated 
causes: 
OUTMODED PROCESSES 
“First, most American communi­ 
ties are, in fact, engaged in a futile 
attempt to control crime by means 
of a fortuitous set of out-moded ar­ 
rangements better suited to the rural 
America of a century ago, than to 
the urban complexity of an indus­ 
trial society today. Specifically, we 
are attempting to cope with 20th 
century patterns of criminality by 
means of obsolete, overlapping, and 
uncoordinated facilities for the en­ 
forcement, prosecution, and punish­ 
ment of wrong-doers on the local 
level. , . . 
“The second factor has to do with 
personnel, and stems from the first. 
It seems to me equally futile and. 
I may add, somewhat unfair to hold 
local law enforcement officers solely 
responsible for crime control and 
prevention. In addition to their lim­ 
ited nowers, these men are generally 
untrained, poorly paid, pdlitically 
appointed for elected), and some­ 
times corrupt. Moreover, they are, 
for the most pari, held in contempt 
by a severely-critical public. 
PUBLIC ILLITERATE" 
“The third factor is an inevitable 
corollary of the first two causes or 
conditions. The American public is 
extremely (and I would add, need­ 
lessly) illiterate regarding the true 
nature and causes of crime, and the 
wisest schemes of punishment «wd 
prevention, as evidenced by the wide 
range of popular fallacies which 
prevail. Our law-makers, too, are 
equally confused. 
Praising Work of the Kefauver 
committee, Dr Beasley added: 
*T cannot, however, bring myself 
to agree with the comm&tee’s melo­ 
dramatic technique of publicity by 
television. Even granted that a crim­ 
inal investigation may be regarded 
as a form of entertainment by some 
20 million housewives, It is never­ 
theless not in the American tradi­ 
tion of 'justice under Law* to allow 
such an investigation to become 
what President Truman has called 
Roman holiday.’ Furthermore,

The American public is 
extremely (and I would add, need­ 
lessly) illiterate regarding the true 
nature and causes of crime, and the 
wisest schemes of punishment and 
prevention, as evidenced by the wide 
range of popular fallacies which 
prevail. Our law-makers, too, are 
equally confused. 
Praising work of the Kefauver 
committee, Dr Beasley added: 
“I cannot, however, bring myself 
to agree with the committee’s melo­ 
dramatic technique of publicity by 
television. Even granted that a crim­ 
inal investigation may be regarded 
as a form of entertainment by some 
20 million housewives, it is never­ 
theless not in the American tradi­ 
tion of 'justice under Law* to allow 
such an investigation to become 
what President Truman has called 
^ 'Roman holiday.* Furthermore,

Resources 
80CRAMENT0—California’* rich 
natural resources—fish and game, 
timber, minerals, and beaches and 
parks—will be featured in a mam­ 
moth outdoor exhibit arranged for 
the California State Fair, August 
30 through September ®, by the 
State Department of Natural Re­ 
sources. 
The exhibit, forming a colorful, 
yet restful setting, will be located 
in the northwest section of the 
grounds, adjacent to the California 
Junior Museum, another new attrac­ 
tion at this year’s great Fair. 
A HILL OF TREES 
Work has started on a huge hill 
which involves the moving of 220 
cubic yards of earth to the Fair- 
groundsr and this will be covered 
with trees. A nine tunnel, with 
crosscut, will enter the hill and 
Inside will be the display of min­ 
erals arranged by the Division of 
Mines. 
A portion of the minerals will be 
under fluorescent lighting. Specta­ 
tors will enter the tunnel, passing 
through to' an exit constructed at 
the rear of the hill. 
A waterfall will send water cas­ 
cading over the rocks to' a pool 
below, creating a natural scene for 
the mine entrance. 
The division of fish and game 
will show a full scale quail “guzzler” 
with live quail, demonstrating how 
the division provides water for the 
birds in desert areas. Deer, a fish 
hatchery, and a mobile wildlife dis­ 
ease laboratory will be on display. 
TYPICAL CAMP SITE 
Beaches and parks will show a 
typical camp site with two ponds, 
one a beaver pond with live beavers 
in a natural setting. 
The division of forestry will dis­ 
play little devils, each representing 
one of the hazards to California 
forests such as the careless smoker. 
The division is also providing some 
700 trees cut in a forest trimming 
project. These will give the mine 
hillside and exhibit in general a 
forested appearance. 
Fish and game will also show a 
radio patrol car and forestry a fire 
fighting truck used to combat tim­ 
ber fires. 
The Soil Conservation Commis­ 
sion, also part of the department, 
will have a display of heavy equip­ 
ment used by farmers in conserving 
soil, a program necessary to safe­ 
guard agriculture.

SACRAMENTO — July, August, 
and September—-traditional vaca­ 
tion months—can bring tragedy in­ 
stead of happiness to the unwarry 
motorist or pedestrian, the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol stated today.
